OVEMBER In Southern Cali¬ 
fornia is one of the most de¬ 
lightful months of the year. 
The cool mornings and evenings 
pep one up so that they enjoy 
working in their gardens and 
there is no month in the year 
that is more crowded with gar¬ 
den work. 

So for this year we have not 
had enough rains to do the gar¬ 
den much good. Every tree and 
shmb needs a good deep irriga¬ 
tion. Just sprinkling the plant 
will not do, a basin should be 
made about it and lots of water 
u.sed If you haye a tree or shrub 
or vine In vour yard that is not 
growing and you are wondering 
why, just try making a basin 
o round it and giving it all the 
water it will take and see what 
wiU happen in about two weeks, 
unless of course it is a deciduous 
plant which is now about to go 
dormant for the winter, in that 
case watering will not be neces¬ 
sary. 

Do not bum up the leaves and 
cuttings when you clean up your 
yard. The leaves can be spaded 
•nto the rose garden and the 
trimmings can be picked up to 
make mulch for avocado trees 
or other fruit trees. Only Bur 
muda or "Devil Grass” should be 
burned for the cuttings will grow 
again if used for mulch. If you 
are digging Burmuda Grass fram 
your garden be sure to get eyery 
little bit of the root for every 
joint will grow and make another 
plant. 

Continue to plant stocks, snap¬ 
dragons, Colendulas and Pansies 
for winter bloom. 

All winter flowering bulbs 
should be planted this month. 

Sweet peas can still be planted 
now and old ones top-dressed 
with screened manure and clover 
seed. 

Hedge plants from boxes will 
transplant well now. Privet and

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M ost fortunate were the 
members attending Wed¬ 
nesday’s program of varied 
entertainment—or rather enlight¬ 
enment. For everyone went jour¬ 
neying afar geographically with 
Mrs. Wammock to distant Bor¬ 
neo and thence with Mrs. Man¬ 
chester "into the kingdom of the 
mind” in the book review. 

The most appropriate jungle- 
atmosphere stage setting, ar¬ 
ranged by Mrs. W. E. Pratt with 
greenery from the lovely gardens 
of the Conarcls who have charge 
of the club house decorations for 
the year, struck just that proper 
note with the audience which put 
them into the listening mood. It 
was most refreshing to realize, 
—popular tradition belief to the 
contrary—that “conversation is 
not a lost art.” For most vividly 
did Mrs. Wammock in her viva¬ 
cious and warmly intimate, chat¬ 
ty way depict Borneo. All in less 
than one hour, too. 

A most fascinating array of 
collections personally made by 
Mrs. Wammock and used in an 
illustrative way ‘brought home’ 
to her audience their good for¬ 
tune in their choice of a native 
land. Californians grumble at the 
ant pest. What about centipedes 
a foot long crawling slyly about 
and flies as large as our garden 
toads flitting maliciously about? 
Also the Borneo cats, who like to 
eat these huge flies, have hind 
legs longer than their fore legs 
They also have a kinked tail and 
are very tempermental pets; so 
much for a diet of flies. 

“Speaking of sanitary condi¬ 
tions,” continued Mrs. Wammock, 
“The Dyak eats his food from a 
floor mat. After the meal he 
shakes crumbs to the livestock 
quartered below his house. Lim- 
burger cheese is perfume to such 
an odor.” 

“But even so, the Dyak is 
much to be preferred to the 
Malay,” explained Mrs. Wam¬ 
mock. “For the Dyak, once a sea 
roving pirate people, ferocious 
from having been routed out of 
his native haunt, does not steal 
as does the native treacherous 
Malay. The Dyak, savage though 
he is, hates a liar. 

“Before the home of a Dayk 
‘whose sins have found him out’ 
his counrtymen pile sticks. Even 
though the shamed one builds of 
the guilty evidence a great bon¬ 
fire—the sticks continue to mark 
his door step as that of a liar.” 

Although uncivilized, the Dyak 
must instinctiyely realize that 
hasty treacherous words often 
“wear hard boots.” 

No tigers walked through the 
miniature jungle but several Dyak 
knives flashed as Mrs. Wammock 
displayed the warrior tools of this 
primitive people. Most elaborate 
with rare hombeak trim to Dyak 
hair were these costly and skill¬ 
fully wrought knives—once the 
pride of Dyak rajahs and sold 
only because of sore need of 
money. Depression felt unto dis¬ 
tant comers of the earth -lack of 
funds making this a small world 
after all made the audience feel 
almost friendly toward the poor 
Dyak. 

As his civilized bretheren, so is 
the Dyak proud of his wealth 
which is reckoned by the number 
of gongs he owns, three being 
the usual number of the well-to- 
do. 

“These poeple have wonderful 
muscular development and love to 
pole vault at which they excell; 
they dote on cock fights and take 
the greatest care of their birds,” 
related Mrs. Wammock in speak¬ 
ing of this savage in lighter 
from his regular bu.siness of fol- 
frmo his regular business of fol¬ 
lowing the war path. 

“Dyaks love their children 
above everything,” was the kindly 
note with which Mrs. Wammock 
brought her audience back from 
Borneo—the most interesting ad¬ 
venture ever taken by many pres¬ 
ent in less than an hour’s time. 
Miss Jones, president, next pre¬ 


sented Mrs. Otis Byers Manches¬ 
ter who is curator for the fourth 
year to the book section. Turning 
current event pages briefly, Mrs. 
Manchester touched upon the 
most important of imminent 
world affairs. Later during the 
box-luncheon hour she tooK her 
listeners discovering afar --follow¬ 
ing the highway of literature’s 
best into “the realm of minds of 
wise authors.” 

She cited her book-measuring 
stick—to prevail in choice of 
“gifts from far comers,” of fam¬ 
ous authors as, “The high goal of 
our great endeavor is spiritual 
attainment and individual worth.” 
In the searching light of which 
one realizes that many popular 
books of "slight spiritual bag¬ 
gage” needs must “fold their 
tents like the Arabs, and as si¬ 
lently steal away.” 

.Quoted Mrs. Manchester from 
P. M. Buck’s “Golden Thread:” 
“Life’s pattern is far from simple 
and its wise men come bearing 
gifts from the ends of the earth.” 
She urged the wiseness of “tak¬ 
ing on of gifts” by adult readers, 
who are prone to read adolescent 
books—because like the Chinese 
they are traditionally “used to it.” 
Most members of the section real¬ 
ized that they should more close¬ 
ly emulate Oliver Wendell Holmes’ 
chambered nautilus, who leaves 
“the past year’s dwelling for the 
new—building new temples, each 
nobler than the last,” shedding 
his "outgrown shell by life’s un¬ 
resisting sea!” 

Among the books reviewed by 
Mrs. Manchester she stressed the 
following to be read and kept as 
“lovely things, in memory's trea¬ 
sury . 

“Adventures in Genius,” by Will 
Durant is for those who, as the 
old sun dail, like to count “only 
the hours that shine” in respect 
to lives of the great whom they 
revere. The impression, given to 
her audience by Mrs. Manchester, 
of this outstanding book was that 
Durant with Browning offers 
comfort for the “quiet end of 
day.” For Durant says, "Life is 
belter than literature, friendship 
IS sweeter than philosophy, and 
children reach into our hearts 
with a protounder music than 
comes from any symphony—when

DIES SUDDENLY

gathered to consider a candidate 
for governor of New York, he 
had suggested Theodore Roose¬ 
velt, who had just returned a 
hero of the Spanish war. He 
showed elation over the fact that 
his suggestion led to Roosevelt’s 
ascension to the White House. 

Lured back to California by 
bis early experiences, with the 
glimpse he had had of what is 
now Sierra Madre still In his 
mind, he came here 20 years ago 
and bought the home on West 
Manzanita avenue. “Life is what 
you make it,” he said last week, 
,“and I have found It Ideal here." 
He could be found any morning 
at work In his garden. He sat 
up until midnight, often until 
one o’clock, reading or writing.
